A GREAT CALAMITY. 


2 Hundred Families 
Homeless in the Flood- 


ed Distriets. 


The Damage to Property and 
Crops Beyond Estimate. 


Appeals for Aid From theStricken Localities 
—The Work of Relief Going On Slowly— 
Condition of Affairs at Quincy and Vicin- 
ity—A Big Rise at Louisiana Drives Many 
People From Their Homes—The River 
Stationary at Keokuk, but Rising at 
Alton. 


QUINCY, III., May 19.—The river ts falling 
very slowly at this point. Since 2 p. m. 
Thursday, when the highest point, 19 feet 9% 
inches, was reached, it has fallen four inches. 
The extent and position of the levees that have 
given away during the present tremendous 
rise are as follows: The Hunt levee is in Han- 
cock County, extending from Warsaw to four 


and one-half miles above Canton, Mo. It was 
built in 1879. It is twelve miles long 
and cost from $50,000 to $60,000. This 


levee enclosed from 16,000 to 17,000 acres 
of land, largely cultivated’ and covered with 
growing crops. At least 100 families lived in 
this district, and they are now homeless and 
destitute. . 

The next stretch of bottom worthy of re- 
demption from the river is the Lima Lake 
district. Contracts had been let to bulld a 
levee ten miles long there this year. The In- 
dian Grove district is the one in which citi- 
cens ef Quincy are most largely interested, as 
many of them are owners of land there. 
The levee is eighteen miles long, 
twelve miles on the river and 
six in the two cross levees, one of 
which is opposite Canton, and the other at the 
head of the bay, and is entirely within Adams 
County. This levee was built in 1879, ata cost 
of about $200,000. It inclosed a fertile district 
of 14,000 or 16,000 acres, land generally im- 
proved and planted with growing crops. The 
land is owned by 146 persons, but nearly 300 
families lived in the district as renters, labor- 
ers and fishermen. Thousands of cattle and 
horses were pasturing on the rich grasses of 
these lands. Now fences, sheds, barns and 
houses are floating about on the water and 

DESOLATION REIGNS SUPREME. 

The amount actually lost in these two dis- 
tricts can only be roughly estimated. It can 


be surmised when it is said that 
4,000 families have deen driven from 
their homes and that they all 


had growing crops. People shuddered when 
a cyclone tore down a hundred houses in Mt. 
Vernon. The calamity that has overtaken 
the flood sufferers is far worse and more com- 
plete in every detail of its operation, 
Land as well as houses has gone. 
The Sny levee district begins in 
the lower tier of townships in Adams 
County ond extends south through Pike and 
Calhoun Counties to the junction of the 
Illinois River with the Mississippi. This was 


built in 1871 and cost $650,000 originally. Large 
sums of money have been expended 
every year to strengthen it and raise 
it. The levee was fifty-two miles long 
and protected 100,000 acres ofas fine land as 
the sun shines on. Hundreds of pretty houses 
and fine barns, fences and other improve- 
ments gave it the appearance of prosperity 
and even wealth. The ruin ot allthis beauty 
and prosperity is complete. 

So far over $1,000 has been raised by the 
citizens for these destitute families. Ex- 
Gov. Alger of Detroit, Mich., telegraphed 
£500 to the sufferers this morning. The Relief 
Committee is constantly out with a steamboat 
extending aidto allwho are in need. The 
water is rushing along both shores, and as 
property teosens from the ground and fouuda- 
tions it ls swept away. Several large barges 
of coal were swept away last night. The 
mails are transferred atthis point by boats, 
skiffs and hand-cars. 

At one farm-house in the Indian Grave dis- 
trict forty-four flood sufferers are being fed 
and sheltered. There are a good many horses 
and cattle still in danger in this district, but 
they are being looked alter as fast as possible. 
Thousands of people line the banks and sadly 
view the ravages ofthe almighty Mississippi. 


A Big Rise at Louisiana. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCI. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., May 19.—The Mississippi 
River rose bere six inches last night and the 
flood tncreased over a foot in depth in the Sny 
Bottom. Many persons who lingered at home in 
the hope that the water wouldn't rise so high 
in the houses as to drive them out, are now 
leaving in skiffs with loads of chickens. Flat- 
boats loaded with household plunder, corn 
and farming implements have been coming to 
this side to-day. The ferryboat continues to 
bring over the unfortunates and their goods. 
Another break was reported to-day, making 
eight large gaps in the levee through which 
the water is still rushing. No organized effort 
has yet been made to solicit subscriptions for 
the unfortunate who have lost#heirall. Many 
are abundantly able to stand their losses, but 
many more actually require the substantial 
sympathy of the charitable. Subscriptions

The Breach Between Ministerial and Lay 
Delegates—Important Resolutions. 


NEw Ton. May 19.—The breach between 
the ministerial and lay delegates in the Gen- 
eral Methodist Conference occasioned yester- 
day by the recommendations of the Committee 
on Ministerialand Lay Delegates concerning 
the equalization of representation was 
widened to-day. When Bishop Nind called the 
session to order it was evident that 
the ministers intended, if possible, to 
defeat the adoption of the committee’s report 


by exactly the same tactics that the lay dele- 
gates yesterday defeute Dr. Queal’s substi- 
tute. The taking up of tue report of the com- 
mittee on which the conference was at a dead- 
lock when the time for adjournment came 
yesterday was by unanimous consent. 
ministerial delegate demanded that the vote 
be taken by orders, and the laymen 
got back at the preachers by calling for the 
ayes and noes. No one was in doubt as to what 
the result of this would be, but when Dr. J.M. 
Buckley, who yesterday spoke against the 
adoption of the report and voted in favor of 
Dr. Queal’s substitute, voted ‘“aye’’ there 
wentupa murmur of surprise. Dr. Buckley 
wanted to explain his vote, but the conference 
would not ermit it. Several other of 
the ministerial phalanx who 2 
voted against the report followed Buckley’s 
lead and to-day voted for its adoption. After 
the call of the minigters had been completed, 
Drs. W. F. King, Weedon, A. W. Stewart, 
who had voted ‘‘no’’ changed their vote to 
ye. Dr. Achord, who came in late, also 
voted for the report. Yesterday Dr. Achord 
voted for Dr. Queai’s substitute. The re- 
sult of the change of these votes was 
thatthe report was adopted, a majority of 
both orders voting infavor of it. he vote 
was as follows: Ministerial delegates favoring 
it,157; opposed,114; lay delegates favoring, 121; 
against, 24. 

Dr. Kyenett then moved to have a report of- 
fered by him on Friday taken from the 
table and referred to a special committee. 
The resolution provides for the appointment 
of a committee to determine what is the con- 
stitution of the church and suggest such 
changes therein as they may find necessary. 
Dr. Hunt then offered an amendment sug- 
gesting the division of the conference into 
separate houses, which was carried. The con- 
ference then took up the order of the day, 
which was the consideration of the report of 
the Committee on Episcopacy on the Mis- 
sionsry Bishopric. 

A MISSIONARY BISHOP IS A BISHOP. 

Rev. W. H. Olin of Wyoming, the chairman 
of the comunittee, read thereport. It was a 
lengthy document and a very interesting one, 
as it dealt with the question whether Bishop 
Taylor of the African mission is a true bishop 
or not. It E settled the much- 
mooted question and p ainly said that a mis- 
sionary bishop is a bishop in the true sense of 
the term. After a lengthy explanation the 
committee offered the following resolutions: 
1. That a wissionary bishop is a bishop 
elected fora specified foreign mission field, 
with full episcopal powers, but with episco- 

al jurisdiction limited to the foreign mission 

eld for which he was elected. 

2. That a missionary bishop is not in the 
meaning of the Discipline a general superin- 
tendent. 

3. That a missionary bishop is not subordl- 
nate tothe general superintendents or any of 
them, but is amenable for his conduct to the 
General Conference, as is a general superin- 
tengent. 


4 That the election of a missionary bisho 
carries with it the assignment toa specifie 
foreign mission field and that a mission 
bishop cannot be made general su 


5. That a missionary bishop, his jurisdiction 
being in foreign mission flelds, should receive 
his support from the funds of the missionary 
society, as said funds have been contributed 
to sustain the workersof the church in its 
foreign mission fields. 

6. That paying the salary of a missionary 
bishop from the funds of the missionary so- 
ciety does not diminish or in any way affect 
his status as a bishop. 

7. Thata missionary bishop should in his 
field co-operate with the Missionary society 
of the church inthe same way thata general 
superintendent co-operates in the foreign 
mission fleld over which he has episcopal 
charge. 

Each of the resolutions was voted on in 
turn. In a very short time the first resolution 
was almost unanimously adopted.

The buzs 
of expectancy and the hum of con- 
versation was stilled for a moment while the 
chaplain offered prayer, only to break ous 
afresh when the clerk proceeded to read the 
journal. When the reading of that dreary 
document bad been completed the House went 
into Committee of the Whole (Mr. Springer of 
Illinois in the chair) on the tariff bill.

THE SUNDAY LAW. 


PREPARATIONS BY THE POLICE FOR ITS 
FULL ENFORCEMENT TO-MORROW. 


Vice-President Blair of the Police Board 
Tells How the Law Will Be Applied—The 
Restrictionsen Restaurants, Hotels and 
Clubs—Saloon Men Notified — Beer at 
Florissant To-Morrew — The Brewers’ 
Resolutions. 


To-morrow will be dry Sunday in St. Louis. 
Every establishment operating under a dram- 
shop license will be closed by the proprietor 
thereof, if the latter bea law-abiding citizen, 
and by the police force in case he should have 
courage sufficient tokeep his place open in 
spite of the law and the enforcers of the same. 
The Chief of Police has received his instruc- 
tions from the Board of Police Commissioners 
and will enforce the law as faras lies in his 


power. To ascertain the particulars of 
the manner in which the law is 
to be enforced and just how far 
the restrictions are to be carried 


a reporter for the PosT-DISPATCH called on 
Vice-President James L. Blair of the Police 
Board this afternoon, and asked him to what 
extent the police would act in the matter. 
Said he: 
MR. BLAIR TALKS. 

‘*The Chief of Police has received the same 
verbal instructions which were given to him 
last summer when the law was in operation. 
He will see that his men prevent any saloon 
or bar-room or, in fact, any place that 


is carrying on a business by virtue of a dram- 
shop license, being open -MOrrow as every 
Sunday hereafter, and that no intoxicating 
beverages are sold.“ 

‘‘All day Sunday is presumably from 12 
o’clock midnight Saturday night?’’ 

‘*Exactly. Every day begins after midnight, 
and as Sunday is no exception to the rule the 
law will be interpreted to mean that the 
saloons shall close at that hour or at the last 
stroke of that hour.’’ 

‘*You mean the saloons shall close abso- 
luteiy? They will not be permitted to remain 
open even though they do not dispense intox- 
icating liquors?’’ 

* The law does not provide for 
that. The law simply says the dram-shops 
shall be closed, and as we are here to enforce 
that law we shall have tosee that it is en- 
forced.’’

Brazil’s 
gradual emancipation law for the ex- 
tinction of slavery in the remaining years 
ofthe current century has been antici- 
pated by the voluntary action of so many 
siaveholders in giving immediate freedom 
to their negroes, that the Brazilian 
Chamber of Deputies has passed a bill 
which amounts to immediate and univer- 
sal emancipation. It gives to planters who 
desire it two years further service of their 
slaves, but it is believed that very few 
will avail themselves of the privilege, 
since slavery is so nearly extinct and pub- 
lic feeling is so strong against any con- 
tinuation of it. With her vast area of fer- 
tile land and her undeveloped sources of 
incalculable wealth, South America needs 
only such a peaceful union of free states 
as we have to repeat the rapid growth of 
the United States.

A NEw JERSEY Judge has decided that 
the Hutchings bequest of money to HENRY 
GEORGE to aid him in circulating his ideas 
is void because itis not a charitable, be- 
nevolent or educational bequest. New 
Jersey law must be very strict in favoring 
natural heirs contesting a will, and it must 
be also very narrow in its definition of ed- 
ucational bequests if it does not include 
the publication of books discussing social 
and political questiong.

MILLIONS MADE FREE. 


The Total Abolition of Slavery in the Empire 
of Brazil. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DisraTcH. 

New Yoru, May 19.—Adispateh by way of 
Europe, announced. some daysago the total 
abolition of slavery inthe Empire of Brazil, 
by act of Parliament. There was no infor- 
mation given in relation to the conditions 
under which this important change was 
accowplished. No communication eoncern- 
ing it was received by the representative of 
Brazil in Washington, or at the Brazilisn 
Consulate in this city. A reporter bas 
learned, however, from Baron Thomson of 
Rio Janeiro, now residing in this 


city, all the circumstances connected with the 
recent decree. Senor Dom Heditor Bzsstos 
Corderio, Chief of the Police Departmert of 
Rio de Janeiro, is at presenta est of Baron 
Thompson, having arrived in New York a few 
days ago to study the police system of the 
United States and to spend some time in 
travel. From him the Baron bad received au- 
thentic information concerning the recent 
— of the emancipation movement in 
razil. 

»The passage of the law referred to, 
be said, was anticipated for a long 
time. For years past the Emperor, Dom 
Pedro, had set is mind on effecting 
the abolition ot siavery in tue Empire. As far 
back as 1871 a law was passed for the gradual 
emancipation of the vast slave population, 
but it was badly administered and in many 
places not enforced atall. A more stringent 
law was passed in 1855, whereby all persons 
born in slavery should be free at the age of 21, 
and all slaves over 60 yearsof age should be 
entitled to liberty. To facilitate the opera- 
tion of this law a deduction of 6 per cent for 
each dollar inthe value of each slave and 
a tax of 5 per cent on all imports and internal 
taxes was imposed for the Government 
emancipation fund. Voluntary societies for 
buying up slaves sprang up in almost every 
city, and one province toed all its slaves by 
payipgthe masters the Goveroment vailua- 
tion. Still the Emperor ~as not satisfied 
with the slownessofthis; cess, and through 
bis influence a bill for the immediate emanci- 
tion of the slaves was introduced into Parliae- 
ment at each session. On leaving Rio for his 
European tour last July he passed the heim 
of alfairs to his daughter Isabella, the 
Princess Regent, with tbe injunction that she 
would leave no means unexercised to bring 
about the passage of the emancipation bili. 
The bill was presented, and the Ministry, re- 
fosing to pass it, resigned. A new Ministr 
was formed and the bill was passed by bot 
Houses. 

It had been the intention of the Parilia- 
ment, on the advent of the new Ministry, to 
pass the bill on the day of the Emperor's re 
turn to Rio de Janeiro as a compliment to His 
Majesty, but after a more serious considera- 
tion they concluded to act at once and not 
leave so important a matter to chance. A 
condition of the new Jaw requires that all the 
emancipated negroes now on thecoffee planta- 
tions must remain there until the next coffee 
crop is gathered in, but, in the meantime,they 
are to receive a small rate of wages from their 
former owners. The freedmen, during this 
period, shall not be locked up in their 
quarters as formerly, and may, outside 
of working hours, go where they please within 
certain limits. The former owners receive no 
compensation, the Government holding that 
they have been sufficiently compensated al- 
ready by the fruits of the unpaid labor of the 
slaves inthe past. 

By the recent emancipation law, nearly 
1,500,000 slaves are freed from servitude. Out- 
side of the plantations slavery in Brazil was 
not an abused institution,the siaves in private 
houses being almost invariably regarded and 
treated as members of the family. In recog- 
nition of this enlightened measure removing 
the last stain of slavery from the New World, 
Pope Leo XIII., has sent the golden rose to 


the Princess Regent of Brazil.’

THE TORIES’ PLAN. 


A MEASURE OF IRISH LOCAL SELF-GOVERN- 
MENT FOR THE NEXT SESSION. . 


Very Little Progress Made by Parliament in 


The Latest Government Scandal—Condi- 
tien of the German Emperor—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Loxpox, May 19.—With the rising of the 
Commons yesterday two-thirds of the Parlia- 
mentary session ended, and very little prog- 
ress has been made as yet with the great 
measure of the present year,the local govern- 
ment bill. The Government, it is understood, 
will not attempt to cagry any other measure of 
Importance, and even then will have pienty 
of work to do. The amendments occupy 
hearly sixty printed foolscap pages, and 
are still pouring in. They intend, therefore, to 
reserve Irish legislation with the exception of 
the local drainage bill, to be introduced by 
Balfour, until next session, when, in spite of 
recent ministerial utterances, they will, ac- 
cording to present arrangements, introduce a 
measure of Irish local seif-government. Both 
sides are summing up the effect 
of the session on the position 
of the Government. Their views are natural- 
ly opposed. Impartial critics admit that on 
the one hand the oppositionto the Govern- 
ment policy in Ireland has become less vio- 
lent, and there has since been no repetition of 
the disgraceful scenes at the Bodyke evic- 


tions. 
STRONG OPPOSITION. 


The Ministers have been severely damaged, 
however, where least expected. The indus- 
tries affected byGoschen’s proposal have shown 
extraordinary activity in roasing agitation 
against the Government. Still more formid- 
able is the opposition to the proposal of the 
local government bill to compensate publi- 
cansforthe loss of licenses. The pending 
election at Southampton is likely to turn 
chiefly on this. Among the indications of 
public feeling is the great demonstration, 
intended tobe held in Hyde Park Monday 
week, in opposition to the proposal. 

SENSATIONAL EXPOSURES. 

The Tory papers profess to be pained and 
surprised at the revelations of jobdbery dis- 
closed during the present inguiry into the 
conduct of the Metropolitan Board of Works. 
Robertson, who bas absconded, leaving 
behind an insolent letter, expressing 
his determination to get out of reach 
of the Holy Inquisition, is some clerk, who, 
with a salary of £200a year, rode about in a 
fine carriage. What makes matters serious 
for the board is that when definite charges 
were brought against Robertson last year 
‘they insisted on white-washing him. The 
revelations will be the death blow of the 
board and also of the indirect methods of 
election. 

HISTORICAL DOCUMENTS. 

The Royal Commission on Historical Manu- 
scripts are prosecuting their labors with un- 
tiring energy. Since the publication, contain- 
Ing the hitherto unpublished letters of John 
Wesley on the War of Independence, they 
have another thin volume, containing original 
documents relating tothe history of America 
during the first forty years of the last century. 
These are from the Townshend collection, and 
appear to have been brought together by Lord 
Wilmington, Lord President of the Council, to 
whom they are mostly addressed. Some give 
glimpses of the condition of the Carolinas 
and the difficulties besetting the lord pro- 
prietors. There is also a letter of Gen. Ogle- 
thrope, Governor of Georgia, with was curious 
reports from him, interviews with chiefs of 
the Chickasaw Indians, and Savannah papers 
relating to Massachusetts. Otbers refer to 
New York, New Jersey,Connecticut and other 
places. 

THE COPYRIGHT BILL. 

The printers and stationers continue their 
outcry against the copyright bill. Charlies 
Gibbson, the novelist, points out, however, 
in to-day’s Standard that the condition of the 
book printed in America will be the same as 
if made by Canada, and that it is not to be ex- 
pected that the States would make more 
favorable conditions than England’s owm de- 
pendency. 


ALLEGED MURDEROUS PLOT. 

Lorpon, May 19.—The Central News Agency 
announces that it is officially informed that 
the police have received news of Clan-na- 
Gael plotting, which contemplates the com- 
mission of acrime similar tothe tragedy of 
Pheonix Park, Dublin, in which Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish and Under Secretary Burke 
lost their lives. The police for some time 
watched the movements of Thomas Brennan 
and found him conferring witha man named 
Waish,who afterward made a pretense of going 
to America. He ostentatiously announced his 
intention of going to Omahato see Brennan, 
and really did sail for Havre, ostensibly to 
take the steamer for New York. But after 
reaching Havre he went on to Paris, where he 
has been living under an assumed name in an 
obscure hotel. The police have advertised a 
description of Walsh and are closely watching 
men supposed to be parties to the plot. Fur- 
ther details of the plot are promised. 

THE FOREIGN WINE TAX. 

Mr. Goschen, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
has informed Mr. Waddington, the French 
Ambassador, that he intends to propose a 
modification of the foreign wine tax after the 
Whitsuntide recess of Parliament. 

A THREATENED STRIKE. 

The threatened strike in Fifth Biackburn 
cotton mills has been postponed for a week, 
pending the result of negotiations between the 
workmen and masters. 

THE RACES. 

The race for the St. George's plate, for 2- 
year-olds, at the Windsor Spring meeting to- 
day, was won by Mr. E. Benson’s chestnut 
filly, Fair Marion.

ST. LOUIS HARBOR. 


Commissioner Murphy Will Endeavor to Be- 
cure a Larger Appropriation. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy will leave for 
Washington to-night to appear before the 
Committee on Commerce of the Senate next 
week to represent the claims ofthe harbor of 
St. Louis for a larger appropriation than was 
included in the rivers and harbors bill as it 


prepared to show that St. Louis harbor has 


been neglected for many years back 
and that the amount allowed heretofore is 
much below that given to points whost 
marine commerce is not one-fourth as great. 
In addition to the immediate improvement of 
the harbor the Commissioner will push the 
matter of the establishment of an ice harbor 
or refuge for all the water craft that is com- 
pelled to winter in the vicinity of this city.

Senators and 
Representatives will be shown the necessity of 
an appropriation for the protection of steam- 
bost property here. The Commissioner will

secure governmental aid for Mississippi im-

Chairman Blakely, of the joint committee of 
poth branches of the Municipal Assembly, is 
determined to accomplish something towards 
settling the gas problem, which will present 
itself in 1890, before the summer recess. The 
original committee was appointed while the 
Stone committee was still investigating the 
gas trust, and the violation of the con- 
ditions of the Water-Gas Co.'s charter. 
The end of the session was near at hand, and 
for the reason that applications fornew gas 
franchises were then pending the Assembly 
refused to continue the committee. On the 
re-assembling of the Council and House the 
motion to appoint a committee to ascertain 
and report the situation for 1890 was 
sustaiged, the committee was reap- 
pointed, and last night the results were pre- 
sented tothe Assembly. The report gives a 
clear, concise statement of the legal status of 
the gas companies on the expiration of the 
city’s contracts and recommends that the city 
undertake the work of lighting the streets in- 
dependent of the gas companies. 

Mr. Blakely from joint committee appointed 
to consider the advisability of the city’s ac- 
quiring gas-works, submitted the following 
report: 

To the Honorable President of the Council and 
Speaker of the House of Delegates. 
GENTLEMEN—Your joint committee, appoint- 

ed to consider the matter of the city owning, 

controlling or operating its own gas-works, 
respectfully report that they have considered 
the same and beg leave to submit the follow- 


ing report: 
On January 1, 1890, the tripartite agreement 
will expire by limitation, and the city and the 


St. Louis and Laclede Gas-Light Cos. be 
absolved from their respective and 
mutual obligations and contracts. The 


situation will then be as follows: The 
Laciede, which now occupies that part of the 
city north of Washington avenue, with its 
mains, pipes and connections, will have the 
whole city thrown open to it by virtue of its 
rights under its charter. aid charter is 
claimed by the company to be perpetual, and 
this claim is conceded by the City Counselor. 
That — 8 claims also that it is in nowise 
restricted as to price to be charged for gas 
after January 1, 1890. This claim is disputed 
bythe City Counselor on the ground that 
while the city did not havethe right to regu- 
late the price of 8 when the Laclede ob- 
tained its charter in 1857, yet she did acquire 
that right afterwards, in 1570, about three 
years before the Laciede actually engaged in 
the manufacture and distribution of gas. 


THE WATER-GAS COMPANY. 

On January 1, 1800, the Water-Gas Co. (s0- 
called), which now covers a limited space 
north of Washington avenue, will have the free- 
dom ofthe whole city until January 1, 1920, 
with price for gas limited to $1.25 per 1,000 feet 
and per cent off. This company will be 
obliged also to ljmht the public lamps each at 
$20 per year. fore that date, however, the 
city expects to be authorized to revoke the 
authority given to this company and declare 
the ordinance under which it acts null and 


void because ofthe company’s entrance into. 


the Gas Trust. On January 1, 150, the 
franchise of the St. Louis Gas-Light Co. will 
expire. This company covers the territory 
eouth of Washington avenue. It claims to have 
the right to transfer and hand over to asuc- 
cessor its powers and privileges in regard to 


the use of the streets for its mains, pipes and | 


connections until Januaryl, 1920. The cor- 
rectness of this claim is conceded by the City 
Counselor. Shoulda successor to this com- 
pany undertake to use its privileges, as stated, 
said successor will be oblized-to furnish gas xt 
$1.25 per 1,000feet, with5 per cent off, and 
light the city at $20 per lamp. Now, ifthe st. 
Louis Gas-Light Co. and the Water-GasCo., 
with all theirrights and privileges, should, 
by January 1, 180, be wiped out of existence, 
there will remain only the Laclede, with 
the whole city before it, and a charter unlim- 
ited as to time and claimed to be unrestricted 
astoprice. The mains and connections of 
the defunct St. Louis Gas-Light Co. would 
naturally pass intothe hands of the Laclede 
asthe most interested purchaser. Comment 
ns to the probable results your committee 
feel is unnecessary. The fact that the rights 
and privileges of the Laciede will not be ex 
clusive cuts no figure inthe case, as munici- 
pal history shows that, in the matter of gas, 
competition does not compete, except for a 
brief season, after which conflicting interests 
unite, and the burden of monopoly grows 
heavier than before. 

But, should the three companies remain, fon 
January 1, 1890, with all their powers Intact, 
the situation may be readily anticipated as fol- 
lows, and any other diagnosis would, in the 
opinion of your committee, be contrary to 
precedent and iogic. 


THE SITUATION IN 1890. 

The Gas Trust, now composed of the St. 
Louis, the Water-Gas and the Carondelet 
OCos., would nominally absorb the Laclede, 
but in reality would be absorbed by it, and 
practically work the whole city under its un- 
restricted and elastic charter; and thus 
another tremendous error would be added to 
the long list already existing as to gas legisla- 
tion upon the municipal records. 

That there isaremedy for these municipal 
Ils, and but a short time in which to apply it, 
your committee believe—and this remedy can 
be found: (1) In lighting the streets, public 
pees and public buildings ofthe whole city 

y electricity from and after January 1, 1890, 
which would be an Infallible recourse against 

sible gas combinations as far as the public 

ighting is concerned ; and, (2) In the city con- 
trolling, maintaining and conducting gas- 
works for the purpose of supplying the gen- 
eral public with gas for illuminating, heating, 
domestic, mechanical and other purposes. 
She would thus obtain control ofthe situation 
for all time. She would beable to furnish 
gas to consumers at a price less than ever has 
been charged them, or is likely ever to be 
charged them through corporations. She will 
be enabled to add a material amount to her 
yearly revenue for public improvements 
or the reduction of the general tax rate. 
She would, by this plan, remove forever from 
municipal contact, an issue always dis- 
quieting and demoralizing; and in doing all 
thisshe would only be following inthe foot- 
steps of other American cities, notably Phil- 
adeiphia, Richmond and Wheeling, who have 
for years operated their own gas-works; and 
she would be a leader in the line of American 
cities yet sure to follow. European cities 
have already far passes the experimental 
stage in managing thelrown gas-works. The 
city of Berlin presents an instance which 
alone should Induce imitation, and nearly 300 
other cities in Germany follow her example. 
Withthe exception of London, Edinburgh, 
Liverpool and six other cities, nearly all the 
cities and large towns of Great Britain 
and Ireland, about 160 in all, have their gas 
supply in the hands of the municipal authori- 

ties, and in all the cities just mentioned, in- 

clud'ng London, the matter of transfer to mu- 
nicipal control is being agitated and is con- 

sidered as a future certainty. The uses and 

urposes ofgas are yet to be multiplied a 

undred fold, and the necessity for a cheap, 
abundantand pure supply will be second on 7 
to that which exists for water, from a\munic ° 
pal point of view. 


THE REMEDY. 

The city of St. Louis has now an opportu- 
nity to do that which, sooner or later, she will 
be compelled to do, but never under circum- 
stances as advantageous as those which now 
present themselves. As to the practical part 
of the question, your committee suggest that 
the city should advertise in the Eastern papers 
for proposals to erect and equip gas-works 
Which, when bonded for an agreed sum at an 
agreed rate of interest, would be turned over 
to the city as owner, subject to the bonded 
cebtupon them. The city may not guarantee 
euch indebtedness or interest, but she can 
lawfully contract to pay a yearly sum,through 
lease, which sum may represent the yearly 
interest on said bonded indebtedness. The 
city then could lay her own mains, fearless of 
competition; for between the city as a vendor 
of gas and a corporation within her as a com- 
petitor (quality and prices being equal) no 
©ne need doubt to which side the patronage of 
Kas consumers would be given. 

But before this step is taken your committee 
feels that an effort should be made to secure a 
ease Of existing works from one or both of 
the old companies now occupying the streets 
with their pipes. Those companies cannot 
full to realize that their tenure of business 
would be ofthe frailest and most uncertain 
Siould the city undertake to compete with 
them, and that their interests will lie in con- 
ciliating rather than antagonizing the city.

deed of gift, by which the cup is now held by 
this club, any mutual agreement may be made 
between the challenged and challenging party, 
therefore, 

Resolved, That the terms under which the 

races between the Genesta and Puritan, Gala- 
tea and Mayflower and Thistle and Volunteer 
were sailed are considered satisfactory to this 
ciub, and a challenge under these terms would 
be accepted, but with the positive understand- 
ing that if the cup is won by the club challeng- 
ing, it shall be held under and subject to the 
full terms of the new deed, dated October 28.

It Is Not Considered Very Fast by One Emi- 
nent Critic.

As the turn is rounded and the run home is 
entered Hanover and The Bard are side by 
side and the struggle for supremacy begins. 
Both racers, under the vigorous riding of 
their jockeys, seem Pegasuses, so fast do they 
come, 

As a matter of fact the last quarter was 


on a race track, the time being Ei. seconds, 
andthe only distinguishing feature was the 
bull-dog tenacity with which the horses strug- 
led through the mud. The animals were 
about as tired as they well could be, and in- 
stead of going like the fabied Pegasus were 
traveling, 80 far as speed was 
concerned, after manner of horses 
at country fair. The second 
last quarter of the race was very slow, being 
run in 2% seconds. The horses did their very 
best, however, in the mud, and were kept go- 
ing atthe end by the unsparing use of whips 
andspurs.
